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VOLUMES FOR FELINOPHILES 


HOW TO LIVE WITH A CAT (re- 
vised, enlarged edition), by Margaret 
Cooper Gay, Simon & Shuster, New 
York, $2.05. 

Once in the life of a cat-lover comes 
along a book like this now famous 
“bible”, a book dealing with the subject 
of cats in a manner as nearly perfect as 
one is ever likely to find. It is a book, 
furthermore, as Sydney Coleman, A.S. 
P.C.A. Executive Vice-President says in 
his forward, that “even the man who 
doesn’t like cats will find lively reading.” 
lf the reader is faced with the challenge, 
“Shall | discard this suitor, or make one 
last grand effort to convert him to cats,” 
the gift of Miss Gay’s book might well 
be the grandest of last efforts. There is 
not a dull sentence, nor indeed, a dull 
word in it, cat-lover or no cat-lover. 


The book begins with an interesting, 
short history of cats, then proceeds from 
a discussion of the etymological as well 
as the ethnological aspects of felines to 
the geographic, economic, social, psy- 
chological, and finally, physical facades 
of the subject. Incidentally, the long 
(sixty-one pages) chapter on Accidents 
And Ailments, written in collaboration 
with Dr. Norman H. Johnson, Assistant 
Chief Surgeon of the New York City 
Hospital, A.S.P.C.A., up-to-date and 
complete, is a must in itself for even a 
mildly conscientious cat owner. 

It is obvious that cats are something 
Miss Gay feels strongly about, and this 
feeling is one reason, we believe, that 
the style of the book remains extremely 
direct and readable to the end. At the 
same time, there is abundant good hu- 
mor throughout. 

Earlier readers of How To Live With 
A Cat will rejoice that Roberta Mac- 
Donald's Thurberish drawings are as 
much in evidence as ever, new-comers 
will wonder how they ever missed this!

Have you ever wondered, as I have, 
what could be done to make Cat Shows 
the colorful presentations they deserv2 
to be, by increasing the “visitor-appeal” 
of each individual entry? Have you ever 
inwardly rebelled at the sight of fine 
animals being shown in unworthy set- 
tings, not becausee the owners were in- 
different, but because they lacked time? 
And, finally, have you ever struggled 
with hooks and pins, trying to line an 
entry’s cage with a length of material? 
Then this idea, conceived and worked 
out for you by Mrs. R., a clever fellow- 
exhibitor, is just what you’ve been wait- 
ing for! 

It was at one of the big shows of the 
season that I met her, and was first 
introduced to the merits of her unique 
plan. While I was trying to make my 
allotted cages presentable by the time- 
honored methods, to the accompaniment 
of my impatient pets, who demanded im- 
mediate releas¢ from their little “pris- 
ons”, young Mrs. R. breezed in, carrier 
in one hand, a plastic hanger bag in the 
other. She set the carrier down near her 
designated cage, then deftly snipped the 
cords which held the top of the cage to 
the four sides, and removed it. From the 
bag she took a ready-prepared drapery 
held) on three extendable glass-curtain 
rods; she unfolded the rods, and there, 
without a doubt, was the most beautiful 
cage drapery I had ever seen! The two 
side panels were of shimmering green 
slipper satin; the center panel, forming 
the back, was of watermelon pink, with 
overdraped corner swags of the green, 
which were caught up at the corners 
with gold cords and tassels. 

A slight adjustment to the three rods, 
and they rested easily on the sides of 
the cage. A moment more, and the top 
was once more tied in place, securing 
the rods. A matching pillow of the green 
satin, ascented by gold filigree braid and 
a tiny embroidered crest, was quickly 
placed, and within two minutes (I timed 
it!) the cage was ready for occupancy 
by the fluffy black kitten that was her 
entry. Everything had been so quickly 
accomplished that little “Blackie” had io 
time to register a protest. 

Impressed, other exhibitors left their 
work and gathered around to see how 
she did it; everyone was delighted, and

favorable comments were murmured 
everywhere. My desire to make this in- 
formation available to every exhibitor 
was born at that moment, and became a 
firm resolution long before the show 
ended, when I saw her quickly reverse 
the procedure, and slip away quietly 
while the rest of us still wrestled with 
the inevvitable hooks, pins and suitcases. 

During the show, Mrs. R. and I be- 
came fast friends. She told me the idea 
was her own, worked out after attend- 
ing her first show, where she observed 
how much time was spent preparing 
cages for the entries, especially by those 
who exhibited several animals. The 
draperies, she added, serve several pur- 
poses other than decoration—while they

Best of all, they are almost as simple 
to make as they are convenient to use, 
as you will see from Mrs. R’s instruc- 
tions which follow, though I can furnish, 
for those who lack time or the inclina- 
tion, the name of a group who produces 
them commercially, custom made, in 
your choice of hues and materials. 

When you your fabric and 
colors, let your fancy wander. Satin 
is glamorous, velvet rich and dramatic, 
chiffon soft and appealing (and all are 
practical, too, if protected by a film of 
transparent plastic), but there is no 
reason why plain or striped chintzes, 
percales, sateens or even opaque plastics, 
in their rainbow of shades, would not be 
equally decorative. When working with 
the finer materials, don’t overlook the 
possibilities of metallic fabrics, brocades, 
laces and bold satin stripes, as well as 
novelty fabrics for dramatic, eye-catch- 
ing contrast. The prime requisite is 
abundant color—color that will reach 
out to those who attend our shows, and 
lure them from the delicate beauty of a 
lovely cream complimented by aqua and 
pale pink, past the clear contrast of a 
lovely black silhouetted against red and 
white, or the subtle allure of a sleek, 
tawny Siamese poised against a brilliant 
background, to a glamorous white in a 
royal setting of purple and gold!

REQUIREMENTS: (Draperies) 

3 or 4 yards material, depending on 
fulness desired (3 yards for medium 
full, 4 yards for very full) 

1 spool thread to match above 

1 bolt bias tape to match above 

1% yards contrast material 

I spool thread to match contrast 

1 bolt bias tape to match contrast 

3 expendable glass-curtain rods 

1 yard gold braid, 2 gold tassels 

Pillow: 

2/3 yard basic material or contrast 

2 yards gold braid or desired trip 

2/3 yard padding or blanket cloth 

DIRECTIONS: 

Draperies : 

1. Cut lengthwise strips 25” wide 
from both materials, leaving selvage 
edges. (To make things easier, we will 
call the larger strip “Piece A” and the 
smaller strip “Piece B”) 

2. Make a 4-inch hem at each end of 
Piece A, and stitch. Fold, hem to hem, 
and cut at center to make two equal 
lengths; face these cut edges with bias 
tape. 

3. Bind narrow ends of Piece B with 
matching bias tape. Place ends together 
and mark‘center. Lay right side up. 

4. Place two halves of Piece A, face 
up, over Piece B so that the hems meet 
at, and are parallel to, the center line of 
B. At this point, make certain that all 
the selvage edges are on the same side, 
as this forms the bottom edge of the 
draperies. 

5. Where the halves of A overlap B, 
pin and sew to within 1% inches of the 
top (space left for passing cord thru). 
Stitch through both materials across top 
(raw) edges. 

6. Face entire length of top edge with 
bias tape, turning back to form casing 
for rods. 

7. Make casing, 
where contrast ends, sufficiently large to 
admit the rods. Insert rod in each sec- 
tion. 

8. Cut cord in two; attach tassel at 
midpoint of each. 

9. Drape hemmed sections of middle 
panel toward upper corners. When de- 
sired drape is obtained, retain with cords 
and tassels, running bottom half of cord 
under drape through opening left betwec1 
contrast and basic materials, the other 
half upward to rod, knot once over rod 
end; fasten cord ends togetheron re- 
verse side where they cannot be sce. 
Pillow : 

1. Place 
mark center. 

2. On reverse of one half, stitch pad- 
ding, or blanket cloth, doubled. 

3. On right side of other half, stitch 
trim or braid as desired. 

4. Place right sides together. and 
stitch edges, leaving end open for turn- 
ing. 

5. Turn to right side, close open end.

Beautiful drawings which show very 
close association with Siamese are a 
particular drawing-card for Goomer, the 
tale of a fairly typical “youngun” of 
the breed: how he found, nearly demol- 
ished and eventually came to reign over 
his home. 

Dorothy Waldman’s book may awaken 
curiosity among the as yet uninitiated, 
while the child who has just received a 
Siamese for Christmas could profit by a 
close study of Goomer. In this way, he 
will know what to expect, if not how to 
prevent its happening. 

We personally felt the most unusual 
part of this story revolved not around a 
Siamese but around one of his “plain 
cat” friends, Uncle Rube, and a short 
sketchily-told but actually haunting tale 
of Whitey. We don’t think the picture 
of Whitey, the beautiful white deaf cat, 
sitting atop a snowman silhouetted 
against a black night sky can be de- 
scribed as anything but haunting. How- 
ever, many Siamese owners may like the 
main body of the story, concerned with 
Goomer, as another of the “My Life 
With A Siamese” type of discourse. 

We do disagree with material in the 
one-page epilogue, and we find it a 
little difficult to go along with the last 
chapter, wherein Goomer becomes queen 
of Goomer Hill by licking the daylights 
out of Jessie, a large grey tiger and an 
old _battle-ax if we ever saw one. In 
our experience, a Siamese, while will- 
ing, in fact, eager, to tackle such a job, 
we’re sorry to say, would just never live 
to tell the tale. The book shows under- 
standing love, however, for many of the 
best-known Siamese traits.

Better peop'e than this reviewer meet 
authors backward. Starting from the 
dazed condition into which a completion 
of Thomas Wolfe’s You Can't Go Home 
Again may have rendered them, they 
proceeded back through miles of lux- 
uriant, if tangled, overgrown to find 
themselves at the end rewarded for their 
painful pleasure by sight of that com- 
partively quiet clearing Look Homeward, 
Angel, the author’s first book. 


Without qualms, we therefore confess 
having missed all six of Miss Averill’s 
previous books about her own black cat, 
Jenny Linsky, but acknowledge to being 
now in a state of joyful anticipation, 
having just completed her seventh and 
latest book, How The Brothers Joined 
the Cat Club. If this last book is any 
true indication of the others, our bed- 
time reading for the next few days will 
be rewarding, and, only in a very special, 
enticing way, soporific, for the story of 
Jenny and her two new brothers, Check- 
ers and Edward Brandywine, author, 
manages to give off the old-fashioned 
comforting coziness of a fairy tale; at 
the same time it is most up-to-date, fast- 
moving and unsentimental. 


Children will like this one, although 
they will miss perhaps some of the 
feathery-light, delicious, semi-satirical 
shadows which adults may see. Both 
age groups, we think, will find meeting 
the cat-characters of this unusual little 
book, as portrayed and as actually sketch- 
ed in clever drawings by the author, a 
most pleasant experience.

CATS ON PARADE 
IN BOSTON 1883 


by Muriel Martin Goodwin 
and Irma A. Rich 


They are all there in Boston’s Horti- 
cultural Hall every year—the cream of 
American cat-dom, Aristocracy in fur. 
Proud Persians, snooty Siamese, Manx, 
Burmese, Abyssinians-pedigreed, pam- 
pered, groomed to perfection. 

The Boston Cat Club, responsible for 
this display of feline pulchritude, will 
celebrate its Golden Anniversary next 
year. 

Long before the club’s inception how- 
ever, Horticultural Hall had its cat 
shows. 

Two days mark the duration of mod- 
ern exhibitions almost everywhere but 
back in 1883 they packed them in for a 
full fortnight. 

It was quite a show with—to quote 
from the Oct. 16 issue of the - Boston 
Traveler :—"“heavy cats, thin cats, old 
cats, Angora cats, Siberian cats, Coon 
cats, Maltese cats, Tiger cats—” between 
300 and 400 of them with eutries still 
pouring in. 

The affair was a “howling” success. 
Still quoting the Traveler :—“A great 
company of people awaited the opening 
of the doors at 10 o’clock this morning 
and before noon the hall was crowded.” 

In lieu of today’s sanitary metal cages, 
animals were quartered in boxes, covered 
with wire, some with “pretty cushions.” 

According to the Boston Globe of Oct. 
15, 1883, these boxes were arranged in 
sections—numbers 1, 2 and 3, to the 
right of the hall—CATS NOTED FOR 
THEIR COLOR — CURIOSITIES, 
CROSS-EYED, THREE-LEGGED and 
LONG -TAILED CATS: Section 4— 
center — MALTESE and ANGORA

I like each of 
the Judges, the All Breed Judge especially.’ 


Genevieve Gibson, West Chester Pike, Up- 
per Darby: ‘Excellent Show, beautiful cats, 
tine attendance regardless of weather’ — 
Sounds like she is sending a telegram and 
counting her words! 


Miss Caroline Watts, West Chester, Penn- 
syivania: ‘‘We consider it an awfully nice 
show and the cages are unusually beautiful. 
Never in my life have I seen such grand 
cages. Have you seen Peri of Earnley. My 
friend here bred him (pointing to Mrs. Eu- 
gene Fouque).”’ 


Mrs. Fouque, visitor: Well, I've been a 
breeder for twenty-five years, I breed Blues, 
Reds, Chins, Silks. Take it from me, this IS a 
gecd show, Penn always puts on a good 
show."’ (I was puzzled as to what SILKS 
were—she was just as puzzled to think I did 
not know SILKS my friends are Silver!!!). 


Visitor from upper part of Pennsylvania, 
name withheld by request: ‘‘My sister in- 
sisted on me coming along—I don’t think the 
show is too good, the gate is poor, there are 
too many empty cages—why don't they take 
them down—it makes people wonder.”’ 


Verner Clum, Dunedin ,Florida: ‘Ask me 
what | think tomorrow I'll be better able to 
tell you then. Have you seen worse weather 
than this? I never have. Of course, it hurts 
the gate—who wants to come out in such 
rain? The lighting is very poor to judge the 
Blues and my three entries are all Blues.” 


Gladys Lowe, Hamden, Conn: ‘Oh, I don't 
think it is a bad show at all. I have an entry 
here. Sure it was messy getting down here, 
the weather is bad, but it is nice seeing 
everyone again—being the first show of the 
season and all.” 


Mrs. Florence Gebhardt, East Orange, New 
Jersey: “I like this show, it is a homey, 
Deadly bunch of people. Judge Nack and 
Judge Andrews sure have treated my baby 
Kadein Capers very well indeed, I’m ex- 
tremely glad I came.” 


Mrs. Mollie Brennan, New Haven, Conn.: 
“The Show is all right, bu the lighting is 
very bad; How can the Judges do their best? 
The Solid Color Judge has a VERY difficult 
job, and she is a good Judge too. It is not 
fair to her to put such a strain on her selec- 


tions. I brought Victory Bell along, she is 
still going strong—come and see her.” 


Mrs. Clarence Updyke, Harrisburg, Penn- 
sylvania: ‘I am visiting my mother, a neigh- 
bor told me about the show. For heaven 


sake, why did they not have a good publicity 
lay out. This is awful. No wonder they have 
no gate. I attend all the New York Shows 


and they hit every newspaper in New York 
City, and this, the only show in Philadelphia, 
is hardly mentioned. 


Mrs. Alfred W. Smith, Buffalo, N. Y.: ‘There 
are some things I do not understand, but 
then they do have difficulties putting on a 
lot of shows. I like all the Judges, I think 
they will do the show credit, I’m upset about 
my cat tting away—all on account of that 
Saas bell. Now you are a peoneneent, why 
can't things be done about taking pixs of 
cats without all this mix-up. What a time I 
had. I'll be forever grateful to Labco—I used 
it on my cat after I located it. I think the 
show is good, but I think that photographer 
is not so good to cause me all this trouble.’ 








Henry F. Bode, Massapequa, Long Island: 
“Bad leodtien<seey poorly advertised and 
poorly attended. 


Clarissa Ryker, Philadelphia, Pa.: “I just 
happened to hear of the show, why on earth 
did they not at least try to put it over the 
top. If the Newspapers will not give them 
space, why did they not use posters? It's 
been done before you know. Are they just 
holding this show for their own members and 
friends? How can they expect a gate if the 
officers do not see that the public is in- 
formed?” 


Judge Norah Andrews, Long Island, N. Y.: 
“I'm letes fun, I always do have fun at a 
show. The lighting is not too good, but I'll 
do the best I can. So far the entries that have 
come before me were very good, | think 
everything will be all right. You know Judge 
Nack has been ill—she should be in the hos- 
pital instead of here. The show-manager has 
been ill. They have had almost unsurmount- 
able difficulties, and I think they have come 
through very well indeed.” 


Mrs. Rex Naugle, Primos, Pennsylvania: 
“Very nice, spacious hall and in spite of the 
weather it is a good show.” 


Mr. Charles Zeh, Lawyersville, New York: 
“Oh I just came down with my wife. She 
runs the Cobble Hill Cattery. She’s made a 
lot of wins. I can’t remember them all, but 
it is all thrilling to her. As for me, well, I’m 
getting a thrill too just sitting here talking to 
Verner Clum from Florida. Mrs. Smith from 
Buffalo, and Francis Herms from Tarrytown. 
Who wants to bother with cats when I can 
have such charming companions?” (Just then 
Mrrs. Zeh arrived on the scene, immediately 
we talked about cats, Reds, Silvers—Silver 
Tabbies, I mean. Are they called ‘Silks’ too— 
I wonder. Mrs. Zeh thinks the show is very 
well managed and bemoans the fact that the 
weather is bad. 


Billie Bancroft: ‘‘The brightest topic of con- 
versation at this show was the subject of 
cages, I had to delete some of the quotes 
that were given, but there was hardly a 
breeder who did not mention the cages. They 
were completely renovated—Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Bode really did a complete job. I per- 
sonally have never seen better-looking cages, 
all in excellent condition. 

“Publicity was missing—Penn State rated 
much better than they received. There are 
a few who really know the answer, the Phila- 
deiphia papers will not accept any advance 
publicity, the Sunday AFTER the show Penn 
State will receive a full page write-up. (and 
a lot of good that will do the gate). So—let’s 
be understanding about that phase. 

‘‘Weather, on the first day, was bad, very 
bad. Can you imagine breeders getting up at 
three or four o’clock in the morning, planning 
to drive probably one hundred or. more miles 
to Philadelphia for the show, looking out the 
dcor and finding the rain pouring downl!! 
So, there were some absentees~-which were 
expected under the circumstances. 

“The Show-Manager had been ill, the All- 
Breed Judge had just come out of the hos- 
pital—but all in all—seems to me they had 


a very good show, despite these terrific 
handicaps.”’

For every one of 
them in a Show | would say that at least 
five hundred kittens were rejected because of 
not having Blue Eyes. So many can be Gold 
Eyed, Copper Eyed or even Odd Eyed not 
t> mention those that can be deaf. If Blue 
Eyed Whites were to come as often as do 
Siamese I would say she was right. In breed- 
ing for B.E. Whites a litter of two or three 
is considered good no matter what color the 
eyes are. Then th elong wait to see how the 
coloring of the eyes will turn out. Yes I wish 
we could breed two B.E. Whites and have 
every Kit turn out ot be a B.E. White. 

In regard to the Rosettes I am proud to 
take home one even though there may have 
been only one other against me. Truly there 
appears to be no competition present but the 
staggering competition comes from those that 
did not make it

The Baek Fenee ... 


Mrs. Violet Dawson, of the Soutn 
African Cat Union would be most ap- 
preciative for any cat clippings, maga- 
zines or books which readers feel they 
no longer need. The 400 to 500 cat 
owners in South Africa are fighting 
against odds to maintain a high standard 
for cats, and the only way most of them 
can keep in touch with the cat world is 
through the Bulletin edited by Mrs. 
Dawson. Her address, for all who would 
like to make her holidays particularly 
happy, is: c/o South African Cat Union 
Westward, Clovelly, Cape Town, South 
Africa. Those of the 114 million white 
population, scattered over thousands of 
miles, who keep cats or dogs have spe- 
cial problems which makes raising either 
difficult. One of these is a tick in- 
festation of the “bush” which infects all 
of the dogs and most of the cats. 

A week before an unfortunate enteritis 
outbreak was in Northern New Jersey, 
a Passaic, N. J. paper bombarded by 
another of Gertrude Charny’s letters. 
Miss Charney, pres. of Friends of the 
3irds, Inc., says she has made a “number 
of investigations” and found the reason 
for defeat of every cat bill introduced in 
state legislatures so far is that “it is a 
practice of many cat enthusiasts to send 
as many as 50 faked letters to a legisla- 
tor.” Miss Charny further advises éat 
owners to get a “piece of fur or a velvet 
kitty to satisfy the stroking impulse”. 
Unhappy, evidently, that every scientific 
study ever made has shown cats are noi 
major enemies of the birds, Miss Charny

disclaims all these studies and wails: 


“Were thousands of cats, especially pets, 
killed for stomach content examination? 
No!” Well, we’re sorry, Miss Charny 
you weren't obliged in this regard! 

In Rutherford, N. J., just one week 
prior to Miss Charny’s bombardment, a 
lone, hard-working woman 
life as a result of fretting and panic 
over a postponed sentence imposed by a 
local magistate. She was found guilty of 
confining many cats in her home, with 
a resultant filthy condition. The woman 
had testified she asked the acting Ruth- 
erford health officer and policeman, 
who came to gain entry, if they had a 
warrant to enter her home. She said 
she was pushed aside, told it was “all 
right”, and in they barged, to search the 
house throughout. The testimony of the 
men was that they were invited in. 

About this case, may we quote from 
a letter by CATS contributor Ada Mae 
Hoffrek which appeared in the Passaic- 
Clifton HERALD NEWS. Mrs. Hoff- 
reck writes: “Two witnesses and I, 
who had been asked by the woman’s 
friends to examine the house and the 
cats, testified we found the condition 
of the house exceptionally clean and 
good. The woman earned her living by 
cleaning homes and was well-known 
throughout the area for her cleanliness. 

“She told us the lawyer’s fee was 
$50 and that an appeal would cost her 
¢300. Before taking her life she had a 
veterinarian put her cats to a humane 
death. She had told friends she dreaded 
taking them to the borough’s dog pound 
because of its condition. She said the

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animals were dumped on her premises 
one by one by people wanting to get rid 
of them, which is common practice, and 
she found homes for them. She kept 
the sexes segregated and at times re- 
tained only a few. Over a period of 
seventeen years there never had been a 
complaint by any neighbor, according to 
her testimony. The original complaint 
was made by a builder from Parsippany, 
who has defaced the locality with an un- 
finished foundation for about a _ year. 
He tried to compel the woman to im- 
prove the appearance of her house”. 

It won't bring this unfortunate per- 
son back from the dead, but we did 
like the editorial the HERALD-NEWS 
ran on this affair, something about the 
“right of the people to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects, 
against unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures.” It is fairly clear to us that the 
two men who entered the deceased’s 
house violated the spirit, if not the letter 
of this Fourth Amendment to the Con- 
stitution.

To combat the new feeling of 
insecurity which is at the heart of the 
problem, it would be best to restrain tem- 
porarily, all signs of affection for 
Ching until Isis is safely in another 
room; and Isis should be made to feel 
that she is definitely the center of things. 


After two or three weeks we think the 
symptoms will clear up. It may be neces- 
sary, though, for quite some time to 
continue the practice of giving Isis the 
lions share of your attention.
